would before now have. undertakén the Performance, 
if I had not forefeen fome: Incenveniences, that una- 
voidably=—— Here I was interrupted by a Young La- 
dy that was newly Marrfeé@, and fmiling upon her 
usband, faid, Lacinda ray make what excufes fhe 
leafes, I.am perfwaded, that her Silence upon the 
ubject, hitherto ony proceeded from oe Sens 
en, whofe utation remains as y - 
ale for you Sten art fuch Malicious Creatures, 
that having engroffed the. Writing of Hiftory to your 
felves, if one has praifed.any. Woman more, than ordi- 
nary, Care has been taken that another: fhould detract 
her as much: Then turning to me; indeed, faid fhe, 
Madam, if you-can't Pammage up a.greater number of 
Female Worthies than atittle TeaTable will hold, I 
think the greateft Kindnefs you can do your Sex is to 
fay.nothing at all of them.——» I told the Lady. fhe was 
miftaken, and that what puzzled une was rather the 
Reverfe of what fhe fufpected ; there are, faid 3, great 
Multitudes.of famous Women.upon Record, but fome 
of the high Qualities that have jmmortalized them, 
being only peculiar to Women, that either are or have 
been Married, whilft others not lefs fhining are only 
Applicable to the Virgin State, I doubt that 1t will be 
next toan impofhibility, to prefer, one Clafs without gi- 
ving Offence to she other. This prov'd the Apple of 
Diffention, and throughout the Room occafioned great 
Murmurings among them, of which, nothing could be 
underftood but a confufed Noife of Valour, perpetual 
Chaftity, Wifdom and Conjugal Love. | After this had 
lated for fome time, the firft that was fuffered to {peak 
alone was a Captain’s Lady, that wanted but an Inch 
of Six Foot, and had made half a Dozen Campaigns 
with her Husband in Flanders : She with a Gandable 
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Voice maintain’d, that it was Ridiculous for Women 
to vie with Men, unlefs they could boalt of Marly

to keep down her Petticoats. This was feconded by 
another tall Gentlewoman, who has the Charaer 
of being abfolute Mi(ttefs at Home: She told us; 
that it was not only Valour that Women might 
boaft of, but that many had been famous for Wifdom,; 
Politicks and Prudence in Government! That it was 
no matter whether they had been Martied or not, whe- 
ther pe had loved or hated Men, if they had given 
but fufficient Proofs of their Abilities in ruling over 
thei >! Semiramis, {aid the, that govern'’d the Affyris 
ans Forty Years, was a Widow, bit we can fay as 
much of a Virgin Queen of eur own, over a Nation as 
difficult to be ruled'as any. After that fhe faid feveral 
Things abaut’ renewing the Hybriftica Sacra, ot the 
upbraiding Feftivals, ‘fn Which the Women’ wore thie 
Breeches, and thé Men ther Wives Apparel: 

After her I heard a Gentlewoman fay, that Com 
manding Armiesand riding aftride, could only belong 
toMen ;. chatWomen could never expect any real Praife, 
but from Qualifications that more became their Sex ¢ 
and that of all the Vir:ues a Woman could be capable 
of, nothing was more Ornamental to her, than Con- 
jugal. Affection : Whar, faid fhe, could be mote glo- 
rious for Woinen, than what Walerins A¢aximsus relates 
of them, that when their Husbands were Condemned, 
and they went under pretence of taking their leave of 
them, changed Apparel, whereby their, Husbands ef- 
caped Jeaying their, Wives expofed to whatever might 
follow ?, At the Siege wherein Guelphas was henun’d 
in by Conrad the Emperor, and at Jat driven‘tothote 
Miferable Conditions, that none fhould p3% out of the 
Town but fome Women, ind with no more. than 
they could carry ; the Durchefs took the Duke upon 
Ref Shotildérs, ‘and the reft of the Wometi oh her Exe 
ample theif Musbands Children ahd Fathers ; a Sighe 
that fo pleafed the Emperor, that it melted him nor 
only into Pacification.but Friendly Reconciliation with 


‘his Mortal Enemy. This was followed by a Lady in 


deep Mourning, who having wip’d off foie Tears, 
told. us, thas fhe was of the Opinion of the Gentle- 
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woman that fpoke lalt, but that the Affection due to 
4 Husband, never coul. be fhewn in every Refpect as 
long as both were Alive, and that theretore it I de- 
fined to give any Patterns of fo bright a Virtue, I 
ought to look for them among the Widows.—— The 
fame inttant an unluckly Spark named the Word E- 
phefius, and pretended to Cough ; this put the Mourn- 
ing Lady in a great Paflion, and looking toward the 
Place whence fhe thought the Voice came, with In- 
dignation in her Mein, faid, No Sir, we have more 
Authentick Proofs in Hiftory, than the Malictous Fa- 
ble of the filthy Petronigs, invented only for the De- 
famation of Virtuous Wines: What do you think 
of the Iluttrious Portia, who took the News of her 
Husband’s Death foaftectionately, that wanting other 
Juitruments of Death, by burning Coals fwallowd 
down, fhe put out that Lamp which Grief alone could 
not quench. As foon as fhe had finifheds a Young 
Lady that was Married to a great Rike, faid, Women 
might deferve the Regard of Pofterity for many Vir- 
tues, but that the thought nothing could be compared 
to that Patience and Fortitude of the Soul, by @&hich 
fome of them that had lov’d their Husbands entirely, 
had conqner’d a well grounded Jealoufy, the mott 
Tyrannical Paffion in either Sex. Of this fhe gave us 
feveral Inftances, and ended with that of Emilia the 
Wife of Africans Seniqg, who infpired by a true Senfe 
of Greatnefs, had fuch an uncommon value for her 
Musbands Honour, that rather than Complaining a- 
gainft him, fhe chofe to bear with a Rival, becaufe 
fhe would not ftain his Triumphs with the Accufa- 
tion of Incontinence. Whil(t this latter had been 
fpeaking, I had obferved feveral unmarried Ladies put 
their Heads together, and when fhe had made an end, 
one of them addreffing herfelf to me, began thus: Is it 
poible, Adadam, faid fhe, that 0. many Women 
fhould talk of Virtue, and no body mention. Chaftity; 
I have always thought, that to Women it was as pecu- 
liar as Wifdom and Integrity to Men: Thofe that have 
{poke before me, aréetther Widows or married Woe 
men; Chaftity it feems is of little Efteem among them : 
Happy are the Men, that eithet with or without Wives, 


may arrive to the sop of Glory, whilft we poor Crea- - 


tures can deferve but little untefs we are firit enflaved 
by them, Mutt Modefty then, to which in a {tri‘t Senfe, 
noue but Virgins can lay Claim to, be reckon’d no 
longer among the Virtues? When fhe had {aid this, 


up came the Story of the A4ilefsan Virgins, that edg'd - 


on by fome Diftemper, or difcontent of Mind, made 
away with themfelves in great Numbers, notwith- 
{tanding the entreaties of Friends, till at laft a Law 
was Politickly made, that they that kill’d themfelves, 
fhould be carried naked about the Market Place. This, 
as Plutarch teltifies, did, faid fhe, not only abate but 
abolith their Frenzy, they apprehending Shame above 
a Life, that as it appear'd was more dreadful to them 
than Death. Several other Things were faid that
